TEXAS LEGISLATURE 
CONVENES TODAY IN 
AN EXTRA SESSION 


Both Branches Are Called to O rder by Speaker 
Thomason and Lieutenant Governor Johnson 
Presiding—Educational and Pink Boll Worm 
Problems Now Confronting the State of Texas. 


(By Associated Presa) 
Austin, May 20.—With a quorum 
in both branches, the special session 
of the legislature convened today with 
Speaker It. K. 
Thoiuason 
presiding 
arid Lieutenant Governor W. A John­ 
son presiding over 
the senate. 
The 
new members were sworn in. 
In the first message to the legisla­ 
ture Governor W. P. Hobby submit­ 
ted only the subject of the pink boll 
worm. The message reviewed the his­ 
tory, and said the Federal Horticul­ 
tural Board desired non-cotton nones 
surrounded by twenty-five mile regu­ 
lated nones of Infested districts, ten 
mile regulated zones around oil mills 
receiving seed from infested districts 
in the last three years. 
This is nec­ 
essary to prevent federal quarantine 
and Governor Hobby urged compen­ 
sa tio n for damage 
inflicted 
by 
the 
zones.

The question 
of 
providing more 
funds for the schools was brought be­ 
fore the commission upon a statem ent 
of the school board showing a deficit 
for the school year just closing and 
also showing there would be a still 
further deficit next J ear, and same 
was discussed at length. 
It 
was 
unanimously voted to submit it to the 
voters of the city of Bryan to change 
the charter of the city, raising the 
school tax limit to 76 cents on the 
$100 valuation. 
The limit is now* 50 
cents on the hundred. 
An ordinance 
in accordance with the above resolu­ 
tion was prepared and adopted. 
A petition 
from 
T. B. Hubbard 
signed by 259 citizens was presented 
to the commission asking that the 
commission 
submit to the voters 
a 
proposition for the city to reimburse 
him in the sum of $50c0, which is a 
part of a total loss of $12,566.32 sus­ 
tained by him in the construction of 
the new high school building because 
of war conditions and high prices of 
material. 
The commission voted to 
submit the m atter and an ordinance 
in accordance 
was 
prepared and 
adopted. 
The question of electing 
a 
city 
m anager was brought up and after 
some discussion, Maj. L. L. Mclnnis 
nominated E. E. McAdams of the A. 
and M. College and Mr. McAdams 
was unanimously elected. 
His term 
of office is to begin on June 15th. The 
salary* of the manager was fixed at 
$250 per month. 
There being no further business the 
commission adjourned.
